No. 81'rrC(PN)/75.—Attention is Invited to anncxurcs VTT, VIIA, IX and XV of the 
mport Trade Control Policy (for registered exporters) (Vo(, II) for the licensing period 
ipril, 1975—March, 1976, prescribing import application forms to be submitted by 
registered exporters, merchant exporters, manufacturers exporters, export houses and for 
jiant of advance licence for fulfilling specific export orders by registered exporters. 

2. In order to simplify the procedure! for submission of applications in terms of the 
import policy as contained in import Trade Control Policy Red ftoolt (Vol. TI) for the 
tedod April, 1975'—^March, 1976, it has been decided that applications for grant of 
advance licences against ^ecifle export orders by registered exporters should be submitted 
to the licensing authorities concerned in the revised form given in annexiire I of this 
public notice. Similarly, in the case of import of goods against exports made by 
registered exporters representing merchant/manufacturer exporters as well as eligible 
export houses, applications for grant of licences for import of goods under the import 
jlicy as contained in Volume TI of the Red Book for the period 197.5-76, should be 
■abmltted to the licensing authorities concerned in the form given in annexure II of this 
mbllc notice. 
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3. It is clarified that the applications for grant of advance licences as well as ft 
import of goods against exports made by rcgisterea exporters representing mcrdiants 
manufacturer exporters as well as cliiiimc citpoit houses, already submitted in the rfxistin 
forms referred to in para 1 above will be considered by the licensing authorities. It 
not necessary for such applicants to submit fresh applications in the revised forms ■■ 
given m anneixures 1 and II of this public notice. Further, in order to make use of th 
existing forms in slock, there is no objection to the applications being made in existin 
forms upto the 3l8t December, 1975.
